Health officers in Haverford 
and Lower Merion Townships and 
the Borough of Narberth are keep- 
ing their fingers crossed. 

To date, the three communities 
have escaped any serious effect 
of the infantile paralysis epidemic 
which is worrying Philadelphia 
and the nation. 

Narberth to date lias had no 
cases of the disease at all. 

In Haverford Township, 18- 
months-old Mary Ellen Dufeny, 
of Warren Ave., Manoa, suffered a 
light attack and has now re- 
covered. 

In Lower Merion Township, 
there have been two cases. 

They were James A. Dunlap, 13. 
of 517 Baird Rd., Merion, and 
Judith Markley, 5, of 155 Grand- 
view Ave., Ardmore. 

Both children have not recovered 
and are out of quarantine. The 
-v.arantine has also been lifted on 
children who had come in con- 
tact with them. 

The health officials urged that 
all residents continue to observe 
the following precautions through 
the danger period which is believed 
to last well into next month: 

1. Don't swim in polluted water. 

2. Avoid extreme fatigue and 
over-exertion. 

3. Avoid sudden chills, such as 
diving into cold water when over 
heated. 

4. Keep flies away from food. 

5. Keep clean. Wash hands 
thoroughly before eating.

A paper First Aid Chart for 
home use has been prepared for 
its 625,000 subscribers and the 
general public by the Associated 
Hospital Service of the Philadel- 
phia area, popularly known as the 
Blue Cross. 

Available without charge, the 
chart is 9 1 / 4 xl2 1 /2 inches and is 
suitable for pasting or tacking on 
the back of medicine cabinets or 
on any wall surface where it may 
be referred to easily, the plan's 
executive director, E. A. van 
Steenwyk, stated.

to public health by listing concise, 
practical suggestions which the lay 
public can follow until a doctor 
has been secured. 

Van Steewyk pointed out that 
doctors and hospitals now. carry- 
ing the heaviest schedules in their 
history and expressed the hope 
that the charts would lighten their 
load bv helping to prevent serious 
conditions and enabling people to 
help themselves in minor cases. 

The charts are being distributed 
through the 8.500 Southeastern 
Pennsylvania and South Jersey 
firms cooperating with the Blue 
Cross, whose personnel and medi 
cal directors are ordering bulk 
supplies for employes. The charts 
may also be obtained, however 
directly from the Associated Hos- 
pital Service.

R„ were the only occupants of 
the plane, both were killed and 
sank with the plane. 

The plane came in at low alti- 
tude, firing blank shells at the 
ships, thus giving the midship- 
men on it an opportunity to train 
in repelling such atacks.

Estimate Based On 
Normal Population 
Growth and Changes 
In Employment 

Jobs will have to be pro- 
vided for at least 134,000 men 
and women of Montgomery 
County in 1946 and for 140,- 
000 workers in 1950 if serious 
unemployment is to be avoid- 
ed, according to a joint report 
of the War Production Board 
and the Census Bureau issued 
this week. 

This estimate does not take into 
consideration the return of all 
county residents in the armed 
services. While it is believed 1946 
may be the first postwar year, it 
is probable that many local men 
will still be in the Army and Navy 

The estimate is based on normal 
population growth, recent popula- 
tion shifts, and changes in the 
outlook of various age, sex and 
employe groups. 

Women are expected to total 
more than 25 per cent of the 
country's labor forces for the rest 
of the decade. It is expected that 
women workers will increase in 
number, entering into more and 
more industries heretofore con- 
sidered exclusively masculine. 

Men are most certain to be at 
work if they are between 25 and 29 
years of age, the Government ex- 
perts said. The female group with 
the largest concentration of em- 
ployment persons is younger, rang- 
ing from 20 to 24. 

Age is losing its importance as 
a factor in retiring women to their 
homes. For the last 20 years, wom- 
en workers from 35 to 50 have 
shown a growing tendency to stick 
to their desks or work benches. 

Government authorities say that 
lightened housekeeping tasks, the 
declining birth rate, and decreas- 
ing self-employment enable more 
and more women to work in offices 
and factories.

Bombers March Across The Normandy Skv 



IN NORMANDY.— The great attack, when we broke out of the 
Normandy beachhead, began in the bright light of midday, not at 
the zero hour of a bleak and mysterious dawn as attacks are sup- 
posed to start in books. 

The attack had been delayed from day to day because of poor 
flying weather, and on the final day we hadn't known for sure till 
after breakfast whether it was on or off again. 

When the word came that it was on, the various battalion staffs 
of our regiment were called in from their command posts for a final 
review of the battle plan. 

Each one was given a mimeographed sketch of the frontline area, 
showing exactly where and when each type bomber was to hammer 
the German lines ahead of them. Another mimeographed page was 
filled with specific orders for the grand attack to follow. 

Officers stood or squatted in a circle in a little apple orchard be- 
hind a ramshackle stone farmhouse of a poor French family who 
had left before us. The stonewall in the front yard had been knocked 
down by shelling, and through a the .orchards there were shell craters 
and tree limbs knocked off and trunks sliced by bullets. Some en- 
listed men sleeping the night before in the attic of the house got 
the shack of their lives when the thin floor collapsed and they fell 
down into the cowshed below. 



Chickens and tame rabbits still scampered around the farmyard. 

Dead cows lay all around in the fields. 

• • * 

The regimental colonel stood in the center of the officers and 

went over the orders in detail. Battalion commanders took down 

notes in little books. 

The colonel said, "Ernie Pyle is with the regiment for. this attack 

and will be with one of the battalions, so you'll be seeing him. The 

officers looked at me and smiled and I felt embarrassed. 

Then Maj. Gen. Raymond O. Barton, Fourth Division 
commander, arrived. The colonel . called, "Attention!" and 
everybody stood rigid until the General gave them, "Carry 
on." 

An enlisted man ran to the mess truck and got a folding 
canvas stool for the General to sit on. He sat listening in- 
tently while the colonel wound up his instructions. 

Then the General stepped into the center of the circle. He stood 
at a slouch on one foot with the other leg far out like a brace. He 
looked all around him as he talked. He didn't talk long. He said 
something like this — 

"This is one of the finest regiments in the American army. It 
was the last regiment out of France in the last war. It was the first 



regiment into France in this war. It has spearheaded every one of 
the division's attacks in Normandy. It will spearhead this one. For 
many years this was my regiment and I feel very close to you, and 
very proud." 

The General's lined face was a study in emotion. Sincerity and 
deep sentiment were in every contour and they shone from his eyes. 
General Barton is a man of deep affectidns. The tragedy of war, 
both personal and impersonal, hurts him. At the end his voice al- 
most broke, and I for one had a lump in my throat. He ended: 

"That's all. God bless you and good luck." 

Then we broke up and I went with one of the battalion com- 
manders. Word was passed down by field phone, radio and liaison 
men to the very smallest unit of troops that the attack was on. 

There was still an hour before the bombers, and three hours be- 
fore the infantry were to move. There was nothing for the infantry 
to do but dig a little deeper and wait. A cessation of motion seemed 
to come .over the countryside and all its brown-clad inhabitants — a 
sense of last minute sitting in silence before the holocaust. 

The first planes of the mass onslaught came over a little 

before 10 A. M. They were the fighters and dive bombers. 

The main road running crosswise in front of us was their 

bomb line. They were to bomb only on the far side of 

that road. 



Our kickoff infantry had been pulled back a few hundred 
yards this side of the road. Everyone in the area had been 
given the strictest orders to be in foxholes, for high-level 
bombers can, and do quite excusably, make mistakes. 
We were still In country so level and with hedgerows so tall there 
simply was no high spot — either hill or building — from where you 
could get a grandstand view of the bombing as we used to in Sicily 
and Italy. So one place was as good as another unless you went 
right up and sat on the bomb line. 

Having been caught too close to these things before, I compro- 
mised and picked a farmyard about 800 yards back of the kickoff line. 
And before the next two hours had passed I would have given 
every penny, every desire, every hope I've ever had to have been just 
another 800 yards further back. 

• # • 

Our frontlines were marked by long strips of colored cloth laid 
on the' ground, and with colored smoke to guide our airmen during 
the mass bombing that preceded our breakout from the German ring 
that held us to the Normandy beachhead. 

Dive bombers hit it just right. We stood in the barnyard of a 
French farm and watched them barrel nearly straight down out of

of the packages and additional 
time is required. 

More Care Necessary 

More care, it was pointed out. 
must be taken in wrapping and 
packinc parcels securely and ad- 
dressing them clearly and correct- 
ly. 

The postmaster released the 
following advice from Postmaster 
General Frank C. Walker: 

"It is not a pleasant thing to 
visit a postal concentration cen- 
ter and see the numbers of Christ- 
mas parcels which will never 
reach servicemen and servicewom- 
en. 

"I am sorry that anyone ever 
mentioned that the size of a shoe 
box is the approximate limit for 
packages intended for gift mail- 
ings overseas. Unhappily many 
people became convinced that a 
shoe box is the best possible con- 
tainer. These gifts must travel 
far. with shipping space crowded. 
To be protected in transit gifts 
must be packed in boxes made of 
metal, wood, solid flberboard. or 
strong double-faced corrugated 
flberboard. reinforced with strong 
gummed paper tape or tied with 
strong twine. If both tape and 
strong twine are used, so much 
the better. If the outer wrapper 
Is crushed — and this is likely to 
happen — the loss of contents may 
be prevented if flberboard boxes 
are wrapped in heavy paper. 
Write Address Inside 

"We were unable to deliver 
many parcels which families and 
friends sent to men and women 
overseas last year because they 
were crushed in transit and the 
gift and the outside wrapper be- 
came separated. We would have 
been able to make delivery if the 
address had been shown on the 
inside wrapper. We advise that 
everyone write the address of the 
sender and addressee inside the 
package as well as outside." 
Principal Rules 

Among the more important 
rules for Christmas mailings to 
the armed forces overseas are the 
following : 

Parcel must not exceed Ave 
pounds,— must not be more than 
15 inches in length or 36 inches 
in length and girth combined. It 
should be marked 'Christmas par- 
cel.' 

Not more than one parcel may 
be mailed in any one week to the 
same member of the armed forc- 
es by or in behalf of the same 
mailer. 

When combination packages 

r 



are made up of such items as 
miscellaneous toilet articles, hard 
candies, soaps, etc., the contents 
should be, tightly packed so that 
they will not become loosened in 
transit and damage the contents 
or the cover. Hard candies, nuts, 
caramels (including those cov- 
ered with chocolate), cookies, 
fruit cake, and chocolate bars in- 
dividually wrapped in waxed pa- 
per should be enclosed in inner 
boxes of wood, metal, or card- 
board. 

Perishable goods, such as fruits 
and vegetables that may spoil, in- 
toxicants. Inflammable materials 
such as matches or lighter fluids, 
poisons, and anything that may 
damage other mail are prohibit- 
ed. Gifts enclosed in glass 
should be substantially packed to 
avoid breakage. Sharp instru- 
ments, such as razors and knives, 
must have their edges and points 
protected so that they cannot cut 
through the coverings and injure 
postal personnel or damage other 
packages.

Navy Lists Rules For 
Christmas Mailing 

Facing the mammotli problem 
of delivering to Naval personnel 
throughout the world an estimat- 
ed 25 million Christmas packages 
to be mailed in the period between 
Sept. 15 and Oct. 15, Navy officials 
issued an appeal for observance of 
three rules. They are: 

1. Address It correctly 

2. Wrap it securely 

3. Mail it on time 
Incorrect addresses caused 15 

per ceni of all Christmas pack- 
ages sent last year to be delayed 
from 60 days to six months. 

Rules for the overseas package 
are that it must not weigh more 
than 5 pounds, be more than 15 
inches in length or be more than 
36 inches it: length and girth com- 
bined. As an added precaution 
against the outside wrapper be- 
coming damaged, it is requested 
that a tag with the address re- 
peated and a list of items includ- 
'ed in the package be placed inside 
the ackage. Address should be 
printed in ink or typed.

the sky. They were bombing about half a mile ahead of where we 
stood. - 

They came in groups, diving from every direction, perfectly 
timed, one right after another. Everywhere you looked separate 
groups of plarles were on the way down, or on the way back up, or 
slanting over for a dive, or circling, circling, circling over our heads, 
waiting for their turn. 

The air was full of sharp and distinct sounds of cracking bombs 
and the heavy rips "of the planes' machine guris and the splitting 
screams of diving wings. It was all fast and furious, but yet dis- 
tinct, as in a musical show in. which you could distinguish throaty 

tunes and words. 

» * • 

And then a new sound gradually droned into our ears, a sound 
deep and all encompassing with no notes in it: — just a gigantic far- 
away surge of doom-like sound. It was the heavies. They came 
from directly behind us. At first they were the merest dots in the 
sky. You could see clots of them against the far heavens, too tiny 
to count individually. They came on with a terrible slowness. 
They came in flights of 12, three flights to a group and 
in groups stretched out across the sky. They came in "fami- 
lies" of about 70 planes each. 

Maybe these gigantic waves were two miles apart, maybe 
they were 10 miles, I don't know. But I do know they came 
in a constant procession and I thought it would never end. 
What the Germans must have thought is beyond compre- 
hension. 

Their march across the sky was slow and studied. I've never 
known a storm, or a machine, or any resolve of man that had about 
it the aura of such a ghastly relentlessness. You had the feeling 
that even had God appeared beseechingly before them in the sky 
with palms outward to persuade them back they would not have 
had within them the power to turn from their irresistible course. 

I stood with a little group of men, ranging from colonels to pri- 
vates, back of the stone farmhouse. Slit trenches were all around 
the edges of the farmyard and a dugout with a tin roof was nearby. 
But we were so fascinated by the spectacle overhead that it never 
occurred to us that we might need the foxholes. 

The first huge flight passed directly over our farmyard and others 
followed. We spread our feet and leaned far back trying to look 
straight up, until our steel helmets fell off. We'd cup our fingers 

around our eyes like field glasses for a clearer view.

Some of Brave Fliers Crash With Planes 
Someone shouted that one of the planes was smoking. Yes, we 
could all see it. A long faint line of black smoke stretched straight 
for a mile behind one of them. 

And as we watched there was a gigantic sweep of flame over the 
plane. From .nose to tail it disappeared in flame, and it slanted 
slowly down and banked around the sky in great wide curves, this 
way and that way, as rhythmically and gracefully as in a slow mo- 
tion waltz. 

Then suddenly it seemed to change its mind and it swept up- 
ward, steeper and steeper and ever slower until Anally it seemed 
poised motionless on its black pillar of smoke. And then just as 
slowly turned over and dived for the earth. Nothing deviated them 
by the slightest.

Between 1,056.000,000,000 and 
2,112,000,000,000 bloodthirsty mo- 
squitoes — at least 528,000 for each 
of Philadelphia's two million res- 
idents may descend upon the city 
and nearby communities this 
Summer, according to a U. S. 
Public Health Service expert as- 
signed to help organize a fight 
against them. 

Major Russell W. Gies, govern- 
ment sanitary engineer, who made 
the estimate, said that approxi- 
mately one trillion mosquitoes 
can be expected if the amount of 
rainfall during the season is av- 
erage, but that frequent rains, or 
tidal floods, could cause the 
hatchin .. of up to twice that many 
if effective control work were not 
done. He has been assigned to 
work here both to help guard 
against spread of malaria and 
other mosquito-bome diseases and 
to speed war production by reduc- 
ing the excessive number of mo- 
squitoes that handicapped it in 
past years in this area. 

The Government is co-operat- 
ing with Philadelphia and Dela- 
ware County officials, mosquito 
commissions, the Army, Navy and 
nearby industrial Arms in a con- 
certed program to reduce the 
number of the pests. 

Major Gies is executive direc- 
tor of the Delaware County Mo- 
squito Commission and Dr. Rob- 
ert M. Stabler, University of 
Pennsylvania entomologist, assist- 
ant director. 

Major Gies pointed out that of- 
ficials of the Westinghouse plant 
at nearby Lester — near the 
marshlands bordering the Dela- 
ware River — and other industrial 
plants were co-operating. He said 
that Westinghouse has undertak- 
en a heavy program, having built 
scores of mosquito traps and do- 
nated some of them to Delaware 
County. 

L. E. Osborne, Vice President in 
charge of the Westinghouse plants 
said that safety committees have 
been organized at the Company's r0nv . rte(i into 
Steam Division and Merchant cuavellea lmo 
Marine Division plants and that 
they are overseeing the work of 
spraying, draining pools, spread- 
ing oil, filling in low spots, and 
other measures to reduce the 
"hatch" at the two plants. 

Osborne urged that household- 
ers- add their cooperation to that 
of the industrial managers. He 
pointed out that unsuspected mo- 
squito-breeding sources discovered 
on Westinghouse property' were 
an abandoned basement contain- 
ing several feet of water, forgotten 
rain barrels on roofs, and even

able to estimate the number of 
mosquitoes into the trillions by 
taking a sample of swamp sod 8 
by 8 inche, and subjecting it to 
laboratory-produced Summer rain 
and temperatures. The result, he 
reports, was 125 mosquitoes 
hatched from the eggs previously 
deposited on the soil. 

"At this rate," he said, "there 
mav be 12 million potential mo- 
squitoes in each of the approxi- 
mately 4,000 acres of swampland 
in the two counties, amounting to 
48 billion mosquitoes. In' addition, 
there may be almost an equal 
number hatching in the ' 60,000 
sewer basins of the city and sur- 
rounding communities." 

But he points out that this is 
only one brood, and that an avei"- 
age number of rains would pro- 
duce 11 broods during the Sum- 
mer (the eggs hatch in pools of 
wate.- such as are left by rain.) 

"The worst that could happen," 
he concluded, "would be to have 
unusuallv frequent rains, or tidal 
floods, which could raise the num- 
ber from the 1,056,000,000,000 pro- 
duced by 11 broods to the 2,112,- 
000,000,000 by 22 broods." 

Major Gies said that only fe- 
male mosquitoes bite and that 
most of them in this region are of 
the Aedes vexans variety known 
as "fresh water" swamp mosqui- 
toes. 

Dr. Stabler agreed with Major 
Gies that some of the mosquitoes 
were of the malaria-carrying 
type. Both experts said this is an 
important consideration since 
soldiers afflicted with malaria 
were being brought back to this 
country from the jungles of the 
South Pacific and are in hospitals 
throughout the country, including 
the Navy Hospital in Philadel- 
phia, and the Mary Lyon School 
in Swarthmore, which has been 
a hospital.

Pennsylvania is fortunate in 
1 having within its boundaries 
j some of the largest Army and 
I Navy supply depots in the coun- 
! try. The sites for these installa- 
tions were selected primarily be- 
cause of the excellent rail facili- 
ties available in the Common- 
wealth and their proximity to 
j ports. All kinds of material 
; amounting to hundreds of thou- 
' sands of tons— the equivalent of 
Imore than 100 solid train loads 
i —are loaded and unloaded each 
'month. Not only are thousands 
of persons kept busy handling the 
material at the depots, but also 
numerous railroad employees are 
engaged in manning the trains 
and shifting cars. 

These depots are necessary for 
the storage of manufactured and 
! preserved products so that they 
iwill be sure to be available when 
! needed. Manufacturers' storage 
i facilities are usually limited and 
I because of the enormous amount 
' of' supplies that are purchased by 
the armed services-, prompt ship- 
ment of the goods from their es- 
tablishments are essential to pre- 
vent congestion. Depots also re- 
pack and crate certain kinds oi 
materials and reship. from their 
stocks, quantities of each type to 
conform to the needs of our forc- 
es. 

Millions of dollars have been 
spent to erect the buildings com- 
prising these depots and it is 
1 probable that a number will have 
j to be permanent installations. In 
I any event, the depots will furnish 
a continuing source of employ - 
| ment for some time after the war. 
during a period when .lobs will 
probably not be too numerous 
'While there will be a curtailment 
'of personnel, a large number ol 
'persons will be needed to handle 
: the surplus and to continue ship- 
ping subsistence and clothing 
'overseas. This employment, in 
addition to that required for 
' State and community public 
'works programs already on re- 
icord with the State Planning 
1 Board of the Department of Com- 
merce will keep many of the 
State's workers busy until our 
. manufacturers can swing into the 
j production of peacetime goods.

good through September 21. 

Fuel Oil— Period 4 and 5 coupons, good through September 30. 
New Period 1 coupons now good. 

Shoes — Airplane Stamps 1 and 2, good indefinitely. 

DAVIS ASKS TOOLS FOR FIGHTERS 

Speaking by radio from Honolulu, Hawaii, after his return from 
Saipan and Guam, Elmer Davis, Director of the Office of War In- 
formation, cautioHed the American people that while American gen- 
erals and admirals "have out-thought the Japs as our rank and file 
have outfought them afloat and ashore and in the air . . . our fight- 
ing men need stuff to fight with, stuff we must go on producing at 
home in ample quantity no matter what may happen elsewhere, no 
matter how we might like to get back to the familiar ways of peace. 
. . Our fighting men out here have written a record of which every 
American ought to be proud. Give them tools and see that the 
tools get to them over thousands of miles of land and sea and they'll 
finish the job." 

M'NUTT- NELSON ON RECONVERSION 

In a joint statement on the reconversion from war production 
to civilian production, Donald M. Nelson, chairman of the War Pro- 
duction Board, and Paul V. McNutt, chairman of the War Man- 
power Commission, declared that "wherever labor and materials are 
available which are not needed in, or cannot be made available for, 
war production they should be employed in civilian production" and 
that planning "should go forward ... so that, as employment in war 
production ends, jobs in civilian production can be readily found." 

PLAN SCHOOL LUNCH PROGRAM NOW 

Before school opens communities should plan their school lunch 
programs, the War Food Administration says. First step is to or- 
ganize parents, teachers and representatives of civil organizations 
to discuss the number of children to participate and facilities and 
financial assistance available. If the group) finds the community is 
unable to act or is without financial assistance, the official sponsor, 
usually the board of education or the State Department of Educa- 
tion, may appeal to WFA's Office of Distribution. A Federal fund 
of 50 million dollars is available for the school lunch program during 
the 1944-45 school year, funds to be used exclusively for food pur- 
chases. 

TO KEEP RECORD OF GAS RATIONS 

When motorists outside the East Coast area renew their basic 
-"A" gasoline rations to replace the present "A" rations that expire 
September 21, they'll gej a Mileage Rationing Record that will replace 
•the Tire Inspection Record as a record of all gasoline rations issued 
for use with the basic "A" ration, the OPA has announced. Dates 
for renewal applications and manner of filing will be announced 
locally. The Tire Inspection Board must serve until the new form 
is issued. With every application for a special or supplemental ra- 
tion, except fleet or official ration, the motorist must present his 
Mileage Rationing Record form to the local board. While the new 
"A" book will give the same monthly ration as the old, eight gallons 
-a month, the new coupons will be worth four gallons instead of three. 
In 17 East Coast States and the District of Columbia, present "A" 
rations do not expire until February 8, 1945. 

YOUR BOY FRIEND IN AUSTRALIA 

Young lady, if your boy friends is in Australia, you'd better 
write him today — and every day. The Australian News and Informa- 
tion Bureau says that an estimated 10,000 American servicemen in 
that country have married Australian girls. The more than 7,000 
marriages registered with American consulates do not include re- 
cent weddings. 

PRICES UP ON SOME SMOKED FISH 

Most popular cured and; smoked fresh water and salt water fish 
will cost consumers an average of 10 cents a pound above former 
ceiling prices, OPA says. Smoked fish affected are mild-cured 
ealmon, sableflsh, kippered salmon and whitefish. OPA took action 
to relieve a price "squeeze" on processors. 

ARROW POISON NOW SAVES SOLDIERS 

Surare, a deadly poison that native Indians of the Amazon 
called "flying death" because they used it to make poison arrows, is 
now saving lives of the fighting men of United Nations, the Office of 
the Coordinator of Inter-American Affairs reports. Curare is now 
used to relieve spastic paralysis and to relax the muscles of mental 
patients undergoing convulsive shock. 

TAKE YOUR OWN SHOPPING BAGS 

When you go shopping, you can give your merchant a lift if you 
take your own shopping bag or else carry your purchases home un- 
wrapped, because WPB reveals that this year less than half as much 
paper for retail wrapping and paper bags is available than during 
a normal year. WPB has asked merchants to wrap for protection 
rather than for appearance. 

JAPS GUESS THIS ONE WRONG 

The Japs apparently figured that the rainy season from mid- 
May until late August would retard the Allied advance in Burma. 
The Japs made a "gross miscalculation," the Chungking radio said, 
inasmuch as the Allied capture of Myitkyina by Allied forces oc- 
curred at- the height of the monsoon season, when the Nipponese, 
assuming the Allies couldn't "take" the monsoons may have diverted 
the "main part" of their forces to the Eastern sector of China. 

CAREFUL — DON'T TRY THIS 

Don't give away, sell or destroy that coal or wood burning equip- 
ment you have just in order to get a fuel oil ration, because OPA 
has authorized local rationing boards to withhold the ration under 
such circumstances. 

NURSES GET MOST CITATIONS 

Of the awards and citations given to a total of 105 women in 
the U. S. armed forces to date, 97 women of the Army Nurse Corps 
got the lion's share, OWI reported on the basis of information from 
Army and Navy. The Distinguished Flying Cross, highest award ever 
made to a woman, went to a flying Army nurse in New Guinea. 

ROUND-UP 

OPA says: Any farmer who sold 6,000 pounds or less of dressed 
meat having any ration point value and produced from his own live- 
stock during the past 12 months must file a report of his sales on 
Form R-1609 and file with OPA. . . Cotton compress and warehouse 
operators may charge a 17 per cent surcharge over maximum rates 
authorized for the 1942-43 season. . . Individual consumers, small 
boarding houses and eating places operated to feed workers inside 
Industrial plants may apply for supplemental ration points if they 
are In areas where the fresh vegetable supply does not meet nutri- 
tional needs. . . Because of extensive counterfeiting of A- 11 gaso- 
line coupons, service station operators should be sure that every A 
coupon they accept is torn out of a valid ration book and that the 
motorist has endorsed the coupon with the license number of the 
car into which the gas is delivered. . . Because of the shortage of 
kerosene and other heating oils, issuance of fuel oil rations for water 
heating, domestic cooking or domestic lighting has been halted if the 
applicant has use of electric equipment for these purposes. . . Manu- 
facturers of 1,768,968 electric irons, allocated for production have 
agreed to market them at their March, 1942 prices. 

USDA says: Much of the pulpwood for the V-box, a soak-proof, 
paper-board box used in carrying supplies to the Armed Forces, 
comes from the thinning and logging operations in farm wood- 
lands. . . Sweet potato meal, made from dehydrated sweet potatoes, 
compares favorably with corn as a feed for steers. . . Forty-one per 
cent fewer cattle were on feed for market in 11 Corn Belt States 
August 1, this year, than on that date, last year, one of the sharpest 
decreases ever shown. . . Thirty-five Latin-American students are 
studying extension methods and farm practices in the TJ. S. and 
about 80 will receive such training before July 1, next year.
